PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
ARE PROSPEROUS 

The Payne Tariff Has Raised 
Values of Products 


The people of the Philippines are 
reaping prosperity from the Payne 
tariff bill, according to James Ross, 
former Judge of the Court of First 
Instance at Manila, who arrived at 
San Francisco on the transport Logan. 

“The effect of the measure was al¬ 
most immediate,” said Judge Ross. 
“Sugar went up to prices absolutely 
unheard of before. When I left Manila 
it was selling at nine pesos ($4.50) a 
picul (137 pounds). Tobacco has been 
affected the same way. For the first 
time in the history of the islands the 
demand is greater than the supply. It 
cannot be turned out fast enough to 
satisfy the needs. By the Payne bill 
the planters, who have been held down 
in years past by debts, incurred 
through loss of cattle, cholera and 
other things, are getting upon their 
feet.” 

Ross a few months ago resigned the 
position of Judge of the Court of First 
Instance, which he held for six years, 
to join a corporation law firm of 
Manila. He is now on a visit to his 
old home in Tacoma. Ross went out 
to the Philippines as a volunteer in 
the Forty-fifth Infantry.

Virgil G. Rogue, 
builder of the West¬ 
ern Pacific Railroad, 
has departed for 
New York, after having completed four 
years of strenuous work and having 
spent about $60,000,000. Bogue has 
left California for good, although it is 
possible that he may return to this 
State at some future date and engage 
in other big engineering feats. Bogue 
has a large practice in New York city 
and he will again assume charge of 
his office there. 

The historic Bear flagpole, which 
has stood in the plaza at Sonoma 
since June 14, 1846, when Captain 
Ezekiel Merritt led a party of 11 men 
from Fremont’s camp, 120 miles dis 
taut, to Sonoma, and captured Lieu¬ 
tenant Arci, has fallen as a result of 
the tormenting given it by the high 
wind Sunday night. The citizens were 
so accustomed to seeing the pole with¬ 
stand the elements year after year 
that no precautions were taken to pro¬ 
tect it. 

Regular passenger service over the 
Western Pacific will not be started 
before the 1st of July. It had been 
announced that trains w f ould start 
June 5th, but frequent washout^ (jiave 
made it necessary to put construction 
gangs back into the service. The line 
is again in condition to handle freight 
traffic, but the officials fear to start 
regular passenger trains. Eleven miles 
of reconstructed track all around the 
lower end of the great Salt lake was 
washed out by storms of the last 
week. 

The encampment of the Coast Ar¬ 
tillery Corps, National Guard of Cali¬ 
fornia, which is to occur on the ex¬ 
treme western Presidio hills, San 
Francisco, from June 11th to the 18th, 
inclusive, will be the most elaborate 
and important that has occurred in 
the California National Guard so far 
as it relates to the heavy artillery 
branch of the service. Camp will be 
made in the rear of Batteries Lancas¬ 
ter, Cranston and Godfrey, occupying 
practically the same ground that was 
used for the October encampment last 
year. A new feature to be incorpo¬ 
rated in the work will be sub-caliber 
practice, with the sunken mortars, or¬ 
ders from the War Department having 
been received to that effect. 

The Rancho del Paso, known as the 
Haggin grant, the 44 , 000 -acre tract sit¬ 
uated in a twelve-mile block just 
across the American river from Sacra¬ 
mento, has been sold by J. B. Haggin 
and the Tevis heirs to a Minneapolis 
land company, headed by George W. 
Butler. Butler’s agent, O. B. Robin¬ 
son of Minneapolis, made the first pay¬ 
ment of $100,000. The price paid by 
the purchasers is between $1,750,000 
and $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

If the warships are available on the 
Coast San Francisco bay will be the 
scene of a naval display on Admission 
Day, September 9th. Congressman 
Knowland has called on Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy Beekman Winthrop 
to ask him to have the fleet join in 
the celebration the Native Sons are 
planning.

KINGJFJNGLAND 

Imposing Ceremonies Attended 
By Nine Kings and Notables 


The British Empire mourned and 
surrendered its royal dead on Friday. 

After funeral rites due the one to 
whom the laws of the land gave first 
[ place in “honor, dignity and power,” 
the body of Edward VII, thirty-sixth 
in the line of the sovereigns of Eng¬ 
land since the Norman Conquest, lies 
in the crypt of St. George's chapel 
royal at Windsor, nearby the royal 
tombhouse where it will have a final 
resting place. 

The state funeral was conducted in 
accordance with precedent, the pomp 
ind ceremonial borrowed from the 
)ast being rendered more effective by 
a lavish display of modern mourning. 

After having lain in state for three 
days, the body was taken in stately

procession to Paddington Station, 
where it was placed in a funeral car 
and removed to Windsor for burial. 

Before Silent Throngs. 

Nine Kings, scores of Princes and 
representatives of foreign govern¬ 
ments followed the casket through the 
streets, which were lined with 30,000 
troops that held in check the mass of 
humanity that from every point of 
vantage silently watched the pageant. 

After the procession formed, just 
before the hour scheduled for. the 
start, a court carriage halted before 
the door of Westminster Hall. Em¬ 
peror William, who was mounted and 
in line, recognized the occupant as 
the Queen-mother Alexandra.

That the Court should have forced 
the State to give to the defense the 
letters passing bet v: on the prosecu¬ 
tion and its scientists. 

That incompeten' evidence was ad¬ 
mitted, and compe-ent evidvnee was 
barred.

A resolution providing that labor 
claims be paid weekly, and that labor 
compensation should be $2.50 per day, 
presented by Cunningham, and sec¬ 
onded by Healy, was adopted. 

A resolution giving permission to a 
gun club to conduct siiooting tourna¬ 
ments in this city was presented, but 
the name of the club not having been 
decided on, action in the matter was 
laid over for one week. 

A resolution designating a lot do¬ 
nated for the pound by Trustee Healy 
was adopted. 

The location of the new pound is on 
Aspen avenue, about 100 feet east of 
Linden. 

President McSweeney announced 
that a Tanforan site booster trip would 
be taken by special electric car to Vis- 
ilacion and Bay Shore districts on the 
following Thursday evening, and 
wanted all present to go. 

The matter of sprinkling the streets 
with oil instead of water was discus¬ 
sed, but no action taken. 

The matter of repairing the north 
side of Grand avenue, between Linden 
ami Cypress, was referred to the street 
committee.
